beſt: Oſmond. Jron, (anatiueCommoditieof this K\ngdome ) is ofmuch better vſe, then 
that Pron vw3yer Which commeth from fozretne parts, eſpecſally foz the making of good 
8923011 Cardes, without which no good Cloth can be made; And this hath appeared bnto 
Us,by the Certificates of diners Clothiers,Card makers,Card-y9yer-dzawers,and the Fars 
mozs of Our Cuſtomes, to whom the examinatton thereofhath been referred, 

And whereas by the u9yer-dzaWers ofdiuersparts of this Our Kingdome,ſundzy com- 
plaintshaue been made vnto Us, that by reaſonof the great quantities of fozreigne Yron 
Wyer lately (impoztedinto this Pur Realmeof England (whereofallo a great part is falſly 
and deceitfully made and wzought) Our ſayd pooze Sublects who make Yron v9yer cannot 
beſet on Wozke intheir Uocatious of vyer-makingand v9yer-dzawing,noz are able tocon- 
linue tn the exerciſe oftheir (ayd Trades, whereby fo commendable and pzofitable an Artets 
lie wholly to be loſt tn this Our Kingdome, and the makers ofw9ooll-Cards are much de- 
(ined by that fozreſgne u9yer;and they who vſe thole Cards much moze : whereby great pze- 
dice will ariſe to vs and Our people, and to the whole Trade of Clothing Within this 
Realme, cexcept ſome ſpeedy courſe be taien fo redzefſeof ſo great an inconuentence. 

We well weighing the danger and pzefudice that may happen to this Pur Kingdome, by 


mall vſe as usyer ts,either in time of warre, when little oznone canbe {mpozted,ozelſe when 
loreigne parts ſhall finde other Markets 02 Uents fo that Commoditie, oz when atthetr 
ddne pleaſures they may raile thetrpzices vpon Us, ozſerue Us, with falſe and vnſerutce- 


And whereas Engliſh v3yer, being made ofthe tongheſt and 


deſng ſerued onely from fozreigne parts,witha Commoditie of ſo great neceſſite,and contt- 
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able Iyer, Which would tend much to thedi(honour ofthis Our Nation, and diſaduantage 911 
of Us and Darloning Subtects, 

And finding that ſundzy good Lawes and Statutes haue fozmerly beenmade,pzohibiting 
the Ympoztation of fozretgne PBool-cards,and of the ſaid fozreigne Jron v8yer,and diuers 0- 
ther Manufactures made of v9yer, foz the better cheriſhing encouraging offo pzofitable and 
neceſſary a Panufacture within this Kingdome, but that the cxecution ofthoſe good Lawes 
hath oflatebeene muchneglected ; u9e taking thele things into Dur Pzincely conſideration, 
by the adufce of Qur Pztuy Counſcell, hane thought fit as wellto pzohtbite the Pmpoztation 
of fozreigne Pron v3yec,andCards made of fozreigne u3yer,andofHookesandEyes, ando- 
ther Manufactures made of Jron wyeronely, as to pzouide that all Cards made within 
theſe Dur Kingdomes and Do.ntnfons be well and ſubſtantfally made,Withonut any fraud oz 
deceit : Doe therefoze hereby ſtraitly Charge and Cominand all and ſingular perſon and pers 
ſons Whatſoener, as well Dur oWwne naturall bozne Sublects,as DenizensandDStrangers, 
that none of them,no2 any other perſon oz perſons whatſocuer, do at any tfme o2 times here- 
after attempt oz pzeſume to bzing, oz cauſe to be bzought into theſe Pur Realines of England 
- 02 lrcland, oz any other Dur Domintons,02 into any the Pozts,Hauens,Creekes oz Places of 

any of the, any fozreigne Pron v9yer,o2 Cards made of fozreigne Pron wyer, oz other Ma- 
nufactures afozeſatd, in greater 02 leſſer quantities ,made oz to be made in any fozreigne Pare 
02 Place whatſoeuer,oz any Wool Cards made Within this Kingdome,and which hane once 
beenerpozted from hence, vpon patne of fozfeiture of all and enery quantity and quantities of |. 
the ſaid fozreſgne Yron v3yer, and Cards made of fozreigne v8yer, & ofother the Manufac- 
tures made onely of u2yer asafozeſaid, ſo bzought oz cauſed to bee bzought into Pur ſad 
Realmes and Dominions, contrary to this Our RoyallCommandement, 

And Our vill and pleaſure ts, that all ſuch fozreigne Pron vsyer, and Cards made of 
vyer,and Manufactures of v9yer afozeſaid,which ſhallbee(mpozted contrary totbele pze- 
ſents, hall by ſach perſon and perſons,who (hall ſetze the ſame, be fozthwithcarried andcons 
neyedinto Our Cuſtome Houle within Our Po2t of London, andother Cuſtome-houſes of 
that Pozt where the ſame (halbe ſei3ed,without ſelling, vttering. compounding,ozdeltuering 
any part thereof, befoze the ſame be thither bzought anddelinered as afozeſaid, vpon paine of 
Our high indignation e diſpleaſure,and of (ach further paines,penalties and puniſhments ag 
by the Lawes+ Statutes ofthis Qur Realme,o2z Our pzerogatiue Royall foz the contempt 
of Dur commandement in this behalfe, can oz mayany way be inflicted vponthem, oz any of 
them ſo offending,contrary tothe true intent meaning of thele pzelents:And to thatendand 
purpoſe. n3ee doe hereby require and command all and ſingular the Officers of Pur Cu- 
ſtomes,oz attending the ſame, within all #euerythe Pozts#Hauens of thele Our Realmes 
and Domintons, and the Creekes and Pembers ofthe ſame Pozts, that they and enery of 
themdo from and after the date hereof at alltimes fo2beare to take any entry,o2 entries,0z to 
take oz make any compoſition oz compoſitions foz any Cuſtome,DSubſidte,o: other Dutte,foz; 
02 bpon any fozreigne wper, oz Cards made of fozreigne y9yer, oz other the Panufactures 
made onely of Jron wyeras afozelaid,bzought oz to be bzonght into theſe Our Realmes0z 
Domintonsfrom any fozreigne parts. Andallothat they and all, andeuery other Pur Of: 
licersand Miniſters doe ſtay and ſeize the ſame,as fozfeited and confiſcated,tothe vſe and vſes 
hereafter ſpecified, vpon paine offozfeiture oftheir Pffices,andof vndergoing Onrhigh in- 
dignaton and diſpleaſure fo2 their neglect heretn, with ſach further paines and puniſhments 
as by the Lawes and S:atutes ofthis Our Realme, oz by Dur Pzerogatiue Royall foz the 
lame their contempts and defaults, may any way be inflicted vpon them, 
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And whereas anvle oz cuſtome hath lately crept into this Kingdome by ſome ill diſpoſed 
perſons moze regarding their owne pzinate gaine and lncre.then the good of the Common. £12 
wealth, to buy vp oldcalt Cards Within this Kingdom,and doe ſcowze, tranſlate , and trim 
bp the ſame,and ſell themagafne to vnſkifull countrey people foz'new Cards; by meanes 
whereof the Cloth made of yBooll carded With ſuch Cards ts falſified tothe great loſſe and 
hinderance of the Clothter,the deceitand pzeiſudice of Pur Subſects, who doe buy and weare 
the ſame, and to the diſcredite of the trade of Clothing,being the chiefeſt and richeſt Commo- 
ditfe of this Dur Kingdome, | 

Theſe aretherefoze further to require andcommand, that no perſon oz perſons doe at any 
time o2 times hereafter attempt oz pzeſume to Buy, Sell, Sarcer, Uent, 02 put toſale with- 
in any ofourſatd Kingdomes, oz Dominſons, oz toerpozt into any fozreigne parts any old 
caſt wdool-Cards whatlocuer,vpon paineof fozfeiture and confiſcation thereof, # ſuch other 
panes, penalties and puniſhments, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, oz by 
Our P2crogatiue Rotal can 02 may be inflicted vpon them.2But that the ſame old Caſt wool- 

x Cards being offered to ſale be ſeized to Dur vle,by any Qur Officers oz Subiects, and to be 
bzought tuto Our Cuſtome-houſes within Dur Pozt of London, other Poztsafoeſaid. 

And to the end Mur intention Heretn may take the better effect ; Our wtll and command 
{s,and ve do hereby declare Dur pleaſure to be,that ſnch perſon and perſons as ſhall make 
ſeizure ofany of the ſaidfozreine Prom v2yer, oz ofany Cards made ofany fozreigne u9yer,o2 
manufactures made of Jron vyer only,o2 ofany oldcaſt y3ool-Cards,tranflatedoz trimmed 
bp, and put to ſale as afozcſaid, contrary to Our Royalcommandement heretn ſignified,lal 
haue andreceine to his o2 thetr owne vleoz vſes, one moyetie oz halfe partofthe ſaid Yron 
wyer, 02 Cards made of fozretgne w9yer, 02 old caſt u3ool-Cards, ozother Panufactures 
made of payer onely as afozeſaid,ſo by him oz them ſet32d 02 to be ſet3ed, as afozelatd,the other 
moxyette thereoftobe reſernedto Qur ve, 

And fo2 the better execution of this Dur pzelent wtll and Commandement, we do ſtraitly 
charge and command all Juſtices of Peace,WPatozs, Sheriffs,Bailiffs, Conſtables, Headbo- 
roughs, Tithingmen,x all other Our Officers, Piniſters # louing Subiects, to whs it (hall 
o2 may appertaine.that theyandeuery of them.at all time and tines hereafter,@from timeto 
fime be atdingand aſſiſting to Dur ſaid Cuſtomers, Collectozs, Searchers, ualters, #to all 
other perſon and perſons \mployed fo2 the ſearching in any ſhip, Houle, uaare-houle oz Celler, 
and fo2 ſef3ing, taking, and carrying away of all and euery ſuch Jron v3per, and Cardes 
made of fozreigue u3yer, and other manufacture made of v3yer (mpozted,oz hereafter to be 
{mpozted contrary to this Pur Royall pzohibittonand commandement., And if any ſhall 
offend herein, o2 bee found remiſleoz negligent in theerecutionof the pzemiſſes, and notice 
thereof be giuen to Dur Attozney generall fozthe time being,that Hee doe pzoceed againſt all 
and euery perſon and perſons ſo offending,in Our high Court of Starre-chamber, oz inany 
other Our Courts of Juſtice, oz otherwile,by ſuch wayes and meanes as are by the Lawes? 
92 Statutes ofthis Realme p2ouſded againlt ſach as (hal offend herein, contraryto the Law, 

 Adcontrary to Our Royall commandement.
